GREAT SCARCITY OF PROVISIONS 


Cargoes Discharged from Steamers Are 
Taken Up Almost Before Touch- 
ing Ground.

Seattle, Wash., August 29.—H. N. Stan- 
ley, who went to St. Michaels for the As- 
sociated Press, returned to this city on the 
steamer Portland. He says: 

“I have been seven weeks at the mouth 
of the Yukon, at St. Michaels, where I saw 
all the miners coming out and interviewed 
them. As a result I feel it my duty to ad- 
vise everybody to stay out until next 
spring. Wild, and in many cases, exagger- 
ated reports have been circulated since the 
first discoveries were made. The strike, 
however, was, and is one of the greastet, if 
not the greatest, in .the world’s history. 
Probably $2,000,000 was cleaned up this 
spring and next spring I look for from 
$5,000,000 to $7,000,000. The fields have hard- 
ly been opened up as yet, but those going 
in now must bear in mind that everything 
in that region was staked out long before 
any reports reached the outer world. and 
later comers must prospect for themselves, 
buy claims of the present owners or work 
for the owners. 

“No new strike had been reported up to 
the time of my leaving and another may 
not be made from one to five years, al- 
though Alaska is an enormous co:ntry and 
will yet, IT b@lieve, produce more gold than 
we dreamed of. It is in many wavs a bleak, 
barren, desolate country, a country !nca- 
pable of supporting any great amount of 
animal life and a country of such rigorous 
climate both winter and spring, that none 
but the most hardy can possibly live tn ft. 
[ven then they must have abundance of 
food and warm clothing. I am aware there 
is a popular impression that supplies can 
be bought in the vicinity of the mines. 
They may at present be purchased at six 
times Seattle prices, but they are taken at 
even those figures faster than they can be 
got, and before winter is half over, if the 
present population remains, there will be 
actual starvation, 

“The average min requires about one ton 
of carefully selected food and clothing for 
a year’s Supply. In the summer of 18% 
about 3,500 tons of Supplies went up the 
river, and the new population of 1,500 to 
-,00O suffered from want. Of this 3,500 tons 
probably 1,00 tons were tools, furniture 
and supplies other than provisions. ‘This 
Season, allowing for the most favorable 
estimates, not more than 4,200tons of sup- 
plies can be carried up the river, and fully 
one-half of this is rum and tcols, as well 
as supplies other than food. There are 
more than three times as many people 
there as last winter. Figure it out for 
ycurself. 

Flour 8120 Per Hundred. 

“Grube was completely out. this spring, 
and last winter there was such a scarcity 
that moose hame sold for $30 each, flour 
$120 per hundred, bacon $1 per pound. What 
will happen. this coming winter? Why 
should not people starve ta death? 

‘‘As to shelter, 90 per cent of Dawson was 
living in tents in July, labor is searce and 
houses cannot be built. How are 7,000 peo- 
ple to withstand the rigors of a nine- 

onths winter of semi-darkness, when the 
orc goes 70 below zero? 

“As to labor, it is true that last winter, 
the winter succeeding the great strike when 
men were scarce, wages were $15 a day, but 
if no strike is made, what is to keep wages 
up this winter? 

‘There are about 340 claims on Bonanza, 
Eldorado and Hunker creeks’ that will 
probably be worked this winter. An aver- 
age of eight men to each is, I think, 
liberal. If but 2,700 men are employed and 
there are 5,000, or more, seeking work, what 
must be the result? Wages must go down. 

“No man going in can arrive with More 
than three or four months’ supplies. I am 
told that there is plenty at St. Michaels. So 
there may he, but after September 15th it 
might as well be in New York city, for 
to try to transport it by dog train over 
1,200 miles of iced river is absolutely im- 
possible. There is not, nor will there ever 
be a dog train that can take enough In 
to feed them over 1,200 miles. Relief is, 
therefore, impossible. Over the divide in 
winter it is quite as difficult. 

“To draw provisions for the trip from 
Dyea to Dawson any time before the spring 
breaks up is an impossibility. Relief for 
those caught in the Klondike after winter 
sets in is equally impossible, so in the name 
of humanity, ] ask that a stop be put to 
this wholesale transportation of people 
without supplics.- Let no man be allowed 
to enter that region unless he carries with 
him enough food and clothing to last him 
a year. 

“There are women and little children in 
there today who should be sent out as 
far as St. Michaels before navigation c'oses, 
I hear much of the boats that are building 
to go up the river, but aside from one 
steamer ready on August lith, no new 
boat can be added to the carrying craft 
this fall. The Klondike is a land of ice 
and snow as well as a land of gold.”

MAKING IT HOT 
FOR MARK HANNA 


Conger Advises Ohio Republicans To 
Throw Hanna Overboard. 


WHY HE OPPOSES SENATOR 


Foraker Men Can Expect Nothing from 
the Present Crowd. 


HOW CONTER WOULD REBUKE THEM | 


Tells His Friends and Friends of Fora- 
ker To Aid the Democrats in the 
Coming Election. 


Columbus, O., August 29.—The sensation 
of the week in political circles has been 
the publication of the letter of Colonel <A. 
lL. Conger, of Akron, in which the writer 
vigorously denounced Mark Hanna and 
counseled republicans to assist the demo- 
crats in bringing about his political ex- 
iinction. 

Colonel Conger has for many years been 
a prominent citizen of Ohio and has during 
ail that time ranked high in the councils 
of the republican party. He hes been the 
department commander of the Grand Army 
for this state, and is deservedly popular 
with his old comrades. He amassed great 
Wealth in manufacturing, and has contrib- 
uted liberally to the party treasury in the 
campaigns for many years. 

Although frequertly mentioned in con- 
nection with the governorship he has 
neither sought nor held any volitical office 
except an honorary place on Foraker’s 
Military staff. He was chairman of the 
republican state executive committee in 
1889, when Foraker made his last disastrous 
campaign for governor. His feeling toward 
Mr. Hanna dates from that time when 
Hanna refused to aid Foraker and openly 
rejoiced at his defeat. 

This affords Mr. Conger a precedent and 
has arraignment of Ohio's junior senator 
is most severe. i 

Conger Gives His Views. 

The letter was addressed to Judge C. R. 
Grant, of Akron, another life-long reput- 
lican who has declared his inability to 
subn it longer to the dictation and methods 
of Hanna and Dick. The letter reads 2s 
follows: 

_ “Kirksville,

Mo., August 21, 1897.—Judge 
Grant, Akron, O. Mr. Dear Judge 
Grant: I was glad to get your letter of 
the 19th instant. Under no consideration 
whatever shall I vote to support Mark 
Hanna’s candidacy the ccming fall, and 
you are at liberty to so quote me to any 
of your or my friends, or to anvone else. 
You cannot make the language too strong 
for me. When I was chairman of the re- 
publican state executive committee in 1889 
neither Mark Hanna nor any of his friends 
contributed a s‘ngle dollar to the repub- 
lican cause or to the state committee. 
“Just compare for a moment Foraker 
with Hanna, Dick and Hahn, the men who 
are now ruling the republican party. If I 
was well enough I would come to Akron 
and preside over a democratic meeting be- 
cause there is no escape from the bundage 
in which the republicans are now heid 


‘unless they vote the democratic ticket this 


fall, and I shall so state to all my friends 
in Summit county.

My main reason for opposing 
Hanna now is because I am opposed in 
principle to levying of contributions upon 
the manufacturers and the using of these 
contributions to foist such men as Hanna, 
Dick ard Hahn upon the republican party. 

‘‘As Mr. Blaine once said to me: ‘McKin- 
levism means measuring the degree of pro- 
testion granted to any industry by the 
omount of money such industry will pay 
to the campaign fund, regardless of its 
effect as to right or wrong vpon the peo- 
ple.’

EXPLOSION QUICKLY FOLLOWS 


Girl’s Clothing Ablaze When Her

BOTH WERE BURNED TO A cuISP 


Small Boy Cremated in the House 
Which Catches and Flames 
Rapidly Spread. 


Tampa, Fla., August 29.—Marie, the four- 
teen-year-old daughter of Mrs. Frances 
Valdez, of Port Tampa city, went to the 
kitchen to start a fire this afternoon. 

She .poured on kerosene, and instantly 
there was a deafening explosion, followed 
by the girl's agonizing death cries as she 
ran from the room a blazing mass. 

Mrs. Valdez at once went to her daugh- 
ter’s assistance. While she was attempting 
to extinguish the flames her own clothes 
caught fire, and the two ran screaming 
from the house. 

Both were burned to a crisp, especially 
about their faces. It was impossible to 
recognize them. 

The house caught from the flames, and 
Was soon a mass of fire. 

A small boy was burned in the house. 
His body is not yet recovered. 

The fire spread rapidly, and five houses 
owned by the Plant Investment Company 
were burned, there being no fire protection. 
The department from Port Tampa turned 
out, but could do no gocd, there being no 
water at hand. Loss, about $2,900. 

The Valdez family were Cubans, employ- 
ed in a cigar factory near where the fire 
occurred.

LARGE FIRE AT ANNISTON, ALA. 


Main Building of Pipe and Foundry 
Company Destroyed. 

Anniston, Ala, August 29.—(Special.)-- 
The big main building of the Anniston Pipe 
and Foundry Company was destroyed by 
fire about 6 o’clock this morning and six 
huge pits and cranes, two cupolas, core 
ovens, and other costly apparatus and 
machinery contained therein were totally 
ruined. It was with the utmost difficulty 
that the engine house, pattern shop, ma- 
chine shop,.small foundry and other build- 
ings Were saved. 

The fire is. belleved to have originated 
in one of the core ovens. hee damage 
done is hard to estimate, but it is partly 
covered by insurance. About $60,000 is said 
to have been carried on that department. 
The building was of brick, eighty by five 
hundred feet, and was one of the largest 
pipe foundries in the world. Six hundred 
men were on the payrolls, 

Nearly all of the officers and stockho!d- 
ers were out of the city and it cannot 
be learned whether the company will re- 
build. 

A big stock of iron is on hand and the 
company has orders for several mcnths 
ahead. 


NEW YORK HAS $75,000 BLAZE. 


Fire from Unknown Origin Destroys a 


Six-Story Building. 

New York, August 29.—Twenty steam- 
ers, one-third of the number belonging 
to the fire department of this city, were 
kept busy for over two hours this after- 
noon pumping water into the six-story fac- 
tory building at 478 and 480 Pearl street, 
which had taken fire from some unknown 
cause and was threatening to ignite’ the 
ive Points mission home on Park street. 

After a stubborn fight the flames were 
confined in the building in which they orig- 
inated. The structure was gutted, however, 
and the roof fell in. The total loss {s es- 
timated at $75,000, of which sum $25,000 is on 
the building, owned by Thomas M. Jack- 
Son.

Anxiety at Louisville About Mrs. Jo- 
sie Howard. 


IS A FAMOUS SOUTHERN ARTIST 


Nothing Has Been Heard from ‘der 
Since the Paris Bazaar Fire, 
Which She Attended.

Louisville, Ky., August 29.—(Special.)— 
Mrs. Josie Howard, the famous southern 
artist, has disappeared as completely as 
if the earth had swallowed her up. Her 
Kentucky friends here are alarmed and 
every effort will be made to locate her. 
Two years ago Mrs. Howard moved from 
this city to Paris, France, and opened 
a studio which was one of the largest at- 
fairs of that sort in the city of art. 

She corresponded regularly with her fam- 
ily and friends for many months after 
her departure from Kentucky. For the 
past seven months nothing has been heard 
from. her, however. The last letter was 
written but a few days before the bg fire 
at the charity fete in the Paris bazaar. 
Many pcople were trampled to death in 
the destructive fire, while others were burn- 
ed up. 

Mrs. Howard was a frequenter of such 
places; and, in fact, ment‘oned in her let- 
ter that she intended going to the fete. 
In the letter Mrs. Howard stated that she 
would return to Kentucky in June, but 
she never appeared, nor has any news been 
received from her. Her brother, James 
Collins, "has cabled the prefect of police 
at Paris his sister’s address in that city 
and requested that official to visit her 
former studio and see if she is alive. Until 
a reply is received from this query noth- 
ing will be known of the talented southern 
woman. 

Mrs. Howard’s first work attracted at- 
tention when she put it on display with 
other pictures in this city and at the At- 
lanta exposition. One of tne paintings, ‘"rne 
Bird Charmer,” sold for $3,000 in this city. 
Other pictures brought equally as high 
prices. She was considered by the best of 
the Parisian artists to be a wonder with 
the brush, and had a great future ahead 
of her. Mrs. Howard was Known in ail 
the large cities in the south.

When Mrs. Couch retired she left a 
lamp burning in -her room for her hus- 
band. 

The front door was unlocked so Couch 
and Williams could get in. Mrs. Couch’s 
assailant entered by the front door, it is 
presumed, and turned out the lamp. Mrs. 
Couch was awakened py the lamp going 
out, and thuught her husband had re- 
turned. 

In a moment she heard some one near 
theo bed. She still thought it was her 
h-a@hand. 

A second later she was struck in the 
face by a hat. This alarmed Mrs. “ouch 
and she reached out a hand to feel. 

At that instant she was seized by the 
throat. Mrs. Couch realized that she was 
alone with a desperate intruder and began 
resisting with all her might. A desperate 
struggle ensued, in which her throat and 
face were badly scratched, her ankle 
sprained, and the fingers of one of her 
hands severely bitten. The woman. how- 
ever, Was nothing in the hands of her as- 
sailant and finally swooned away. Her re- 
turning senses disclosed to her the figure 
of a man jumping through a window. 

The sereams and cries of. Mrs. Couch 
alarmed the neighbors and s@veral persons 
hurried to her assistance, to whom she told 
thea story. 

A lady living in an adjoining house who 
heard Mrs. Couch’s calls for help saw the 
man.as he jumped out the window. 

In the struggle with her assailant Mrs. 
Couch gave him two severe bites on the 
cheek and these will be the only means 
of identifying him. 

Some time after the assault her husband 
and Williams arrived at home, and a party 
was immediately organized to hunt down 
the outlaw. 

A vigorous search has been made all day, 
but no arrests have yet been made. 

Early this morning a negro was arrested 
on suspicion, but he proved not to be 
the proper person. 

At 2 o’clock this afternoon a telephone 
message was sent to police headquarters 
that a band of men with guns had sur- 
rounded a house at the foot of Chestnut 
Street near the Vineville branch on Tatt- 
nall Square, where it was thought Mrs. 
Couch’'s assailant was in hiding, and that 
the crowd intended to take him out and 
lynch him if he proved to be the right 
person. 

A detachment of police was sent: to the 
scene, but when the officers arrived the 
house had been emtered and searched and 
no trace of the stispected person hed been 
found 

The negro for whom the men were look- 
ing in the house voluntarily gave himself 
up late in the afternoon and was turned 
loose, as he was not the assailant ofs Mrs. 
Couch. 

If he had been the right person he would 
undoubtedly have been lynched. 

Meli Couch is one of four brothers. He 
and Mrs. Couch came to Macon from 
Athens about five years ago. They have no 
children.

“We are fighting the dispensary,” sald 
Mr. Vandercook, last night, “because the 
law is unjust and is in violation of the 
constitution of the United States.

“The dispensary law is not what it Is 
eupposed to be. Tilman was elected because 
he imposed upon the credulity of the ig- 
norant classes.

In New Orleans it is counted as one of 
the events of the. year, and is exceeded in 
brilliancy and display only by the famous 
mardi gras pageant, which is held an- 
nually in that city. 

The festival here would be patterned af- 
ter the one held in New Orleans, and would 
be an affair of unusual interest to the 
whole state. 

The object of a harvest festival is to give 
the merchants of the state a chance to meet 
their customers in friendly intercourse, and 
it is for this that the proposed carnival 
would strive, should the resolutions inau- 
gurating it be passed by the council. It ts 
thought that a large number of the mer- 
chants of the state would come to this city 
to engage in the festivities of the week 
should such an affair be arranged for them. 
Mr. Lumpkin has a large number of letters 
from the leading merchants of this city 
commending the proposed festival and ask- 
ing that council adopt the resolution which 
will be introduced. 

These merchants would be, of course, 
greatly benefited by having their custom- 
ers come to the city during: the fall season 
and for this reason they have announced 
their willingness to subscribe to a general 
fund for the entertainment. The railroads 
have agreed to give greatly reduced rates 
and there is no doubt but & large number 
of the people of the state would erasp the 
opportunity thus afforded themeto visit 
Atlanta. 

Councilman Lumpkin proposes in his res- 
olution to have the earnival commence 
about October 15th, but he will not. insist 
on this exact date, and November Ist will 
suit his purpose equally as well. The pro- 
posed time is the best that could be select- 
ed for such an event. 

The legislature will be in session, the 
hot weather will have gone, the cold weath- 
er will not have arrived and the erops of 
the state wil all have been gathered, leav- 
ing the farmers with little to do for sever- 
al weeks, and it is thought there will be 
no difficulty in having the people come to 
the city. 

The festival will include a parade on the 
streets. Here the products of the state will 
be exhibited, being arranged in an attrac- 
tive manner, and there is no doubt but an 
elegant pageant will be the result. Some 
fun will, of course, be introduced into the 
procession, while the merchants will have 
a chance to advertise their business. 

It“is proposed that a display be made of 
the products of each county of the state 
This display could be placed in one of the 
vacant buildings at the expcsition park, 
and it would be full of interest. Horse and 
bicycle races woula be run daily for the 
benefit of the visitors, and Mr. Lumpkin 
proposes to have a hig barbecue during one 
of the days of the carnival. Balloon 2scen- 
sions, greasy pole climbings, greasy pig 
catchings and other attractions of a similar 
character would be ¢ndulged in for the 
amusement of those who came. Mr. Lump- 
kin is very enthusiastic over hig project 
and believes that its advantages will be 
readily seen by the other members of the 
city council.

TROOPS ADVANCED 
TO PROTECT WOMEN 


Tribesmen Gather Near Ziaret Sanatarium 
Causing Uneasiness. 


TELEGRAPH WIRES ARE CUT 


Protection for Property. 


WATIVE SOLDIERS ARE SERT -TO SAMANA 


English Army Finds a Hard Time in 
Suppressing Afridis Insur- 
rection. 


Bombay, August 29.—Little fresh news 
has been received here from the frontier. 
An attack has been made on Sh.mwari, 
in the Samanar range, but the attackilig 
force was repulsed, losing five killed und 
many wounded. There is considerable ex- 
citement among the tribes aiong the Bolan 
rcute to Quetta, and the tclegraph wires 


have again been cut. 

It is reported that the tribesmen are 
gathering near the YZiaret sanitarlum 
and much anxiety ‘s felt regarding the 
safety of women and children there, as 
the railway officials are asking for mili- 
tary protection for their property. If the 
route is considered safe, the women rnd 


children at the sanitar'um will be brought 
away, but otherwise troops will be ¢ent 
from Quetta to protect them. 

The column under Colonel Gordon, which 
was dispatched to the Samana district to- 
day, is composed of native troops and is 
fully equipped with medical commissaries 
and transport services. It has orders’ to 
force the Kohat pass if necessary. 

Rumors are current tending to throw 
doubts upon the genuineness of the ameer’s 
reply to the viceroy of Indla regarding the 
complicity of Afghanistan subjects in the 
uprising. 

The disarming of the Khyber rifles, which 
formed a part of the garrison at Jamrud, 
fwas a complete surprise, but the orders 
were obeyed without any trouble. Much 
individual firing into the camp at Jamrud 
has taken place, as many as a hundred 
stray shots having been fired at the out- 
posts in a single nights Some of these shots 
were fired at so short a range that three 
native officers who were on watch were 
killed. It speaks well for the discipline and 
obedience mantained in the camp that not 
a single shot was fired in reply. The hot 
weather is extremely trying, but the health 
and spirits of the troops are good.’ 

Jeneral Woodhouse has gone from Mar- 
dan to Rustan, where the foree which now 
amounts to 2,000 men, with two guns, will 
be strengthened. 

Confirmation has been received of the 
rumors that Afridis are quarreling among 
themselves over. the division of the booty 
taken from the captured forts. Only about 
500 of them have ‘been left to guard the Ky- 
ber pass, the other having dispersed to seek 
supplies of provisions. This is probably 
the reason for the cessation of hostilities. 

The general idéa here is that if further 
delay occurs f{[n puntshing the Afridis, for 
which purpose at least 20,000 men are re- 
quired, there will be a general uprising, ex- 
tending from Orakzal and Zaimukhit, be- 
yond Kuram, and into Wairistan, despite 
the presence of the British field force in 
the Lochi valley, east of Ruston. 

Between Bunoa and the Indus the tribes 
appear to be disinclined ‘to join in the re- 
bellion.

Savannah Citizen Receives Letter from 
Man He Thought Dead.

Dr. Sol McDowell, general agent for the 
Richardson estate, has recently returned 
from a trip through the Yazoo-Mississippi 
delta, and says the cotton is excellent all 
through the overflowed district. The plant 
is large and strong and full of fruit, ana 
if the fall is reasonably late, a good crop 
will be harvested—that is, unless some 
other disaster overtakes the planters.

Petitiens from Stone Mountain and 
Decatur Will Go to Legislature. 


Representative Henderson Said To Fa- 
vor Stone Mountain. 


CITIES ARE BOTH ANXIOUS FOR THE RESULT 


Stone Mountain Feels Confident That 
She Will Be Successful, While 
Decatur Is.Equally Hopeful. 


The contending sides in the dispute over 
the county seat of DeKalb county are grad- 
ually setting their pegs for the final effort 
before the legislature. The Stone Moun- 
tain people are beginning to grow certain 
of. victory, as Representative Henderson 
has told a number of his friends that he 
will throw his influence in that direction. 

The people of Decatur realize their danger 
and are exerting themselves to counteract 
the efforts of the other side. Representa- 
tive Morrison says that he has not decided 
which way he will go, but will wait and see 
at which place the pedp:e want the court- 
house and then decide. 

The situation is complicated, and it is 
uncertain which way the _ legislature 
will decide. Both sides claim victory, but 
it is known that the final outcome is very 
doubtful. From a legal standpoint the peo- 
ple of Stone Mountain say that the legisla- 
ture can decide but one way, and that is 


in their favor. 

The. petitions that have been circulated 
in behalf of Decatur are meeting with 
much success, and a large number of names 
have been attached to them. They have not 
yet been circulated over the entire county, 
but before the time to present them to the 


legislature they will have received the 
names of all those in favor of the present 
site. 


Over 1,000 names have already been signed 
to them, and this is claimed by the people 
of Decatur to show thdt there are not two- 
thirds of the registered voters of the coun- 
ty that favor removal, when there are 
only 3,000 in all. 

The petitions are addressed to the legis- 
lature, and pray that the county seat be 
not moved from Decatur to Stone Mountain. 
It is’ expected that they will have 
great weight with tne general as- 
sembly, especially since the two representa- 
tives of the county are split on the loca- 
tion. 

The decision of Mr. Henderson has cre- 
ated much surprise. He had been counted 
on by the citizens of Decatur, and it was 
thought that he had intimated that he 
would support that end of the line. He is 
a resident of Kirkwood, near Decatur, and 
his interests are largest there.

WORKED ON MONARCH’S TEETH. 


American Dentist, Who Gained Fame 

Abroad, Brings Dead Wife Home. 

New York,. August 29.—Dr. Thomas W. 
Evans, the famous American dentist, who 
for the past forty years has been the den- 
tal operator in Paris of most of the «crowned 
heads of Europe and many celebrities, re- 
turned to this country today on the French 
liner La Champagne, from Havre. He 
came over With the body of his wife, which 
is to be interred in Woodlawn cemetery, 
Philadelphia. 

Dr. Evans is now seventy-five years of 
age and is said to be worth $35,000,000. About 
five millions of this property is in New 
York real estate, the remainder in Paris 
and elsewhere. This fortune has hcen 
gathered since Dr. Evans first went to 
Parts from Philadelphia in the fortics. 

During the empire of Napoleon LIf his 
fame as a dentist was world-wide. In that 
capacity he served Napoleon, the Empress 
Eugenie anda all the monarchs of Europe, 
except Queen Victoria and the present sul- 
tan of Turkey. Victoria’s children and the 
present czar of Russia, when children, 
were his patients. Dr. Evans has orders 
innumerable and it was in his carriage that 
the Empress Eugenie escaped from Paris 
after the battle of Sedan. 

The wife of Dr. Evans died on June 1ith 
last, at their residence in Paris. The doc- 
tor was accompanied on the voyage by Dr. 
Eaward S. Crane, his junior partner.

Klondike Has Attractians for Atlanta 
Young Men. 


OLDER HEADS HAVE FEVER, TOO 


An Atlanta Councilman Has a Bad 
Attack, but Cannot Go. 


THEY BUILD CASTLES IN JHE AIR 


Many mave Announced Their Inten- 
tion of Visiting the Gold Fields 
of the Far North. 


The attractions of Klondike, the land of 
gold, are making themselves felt in At- 
lanta. The gold fever, that most terrible of 
diseases, has struck the city, and many of 
the citizens have been stricken down. 

The young men of the city are perhaps 
the easiest victims to the ravages cf the 
fever, but the older and wiser heads are 
by no means immune. One of the influen- 
tial citizens of Atlanta, who 's a member 
of the city council, has a bad attack of the 
gold fever. 

As it is, he reads al! matter pertaining 
to the subject that comes into his hands. 
Newspapers, magazines and periodicals e1e 
eagerly scanned and commented upon. Into 
his office comes every day # party of fen- 
tlemen who likewise have caught the con- 
tagious fever, and together these clder 
heads discuss the latest news and sigh for 
that which they will never hove again— 
youth, that they might pack their provis- 
ions, cross the arid wastes of ice and snow, 
climb the dangerous walls of the Chilkoot 
pass and dig their fortunes from the earth 
of Klondike. 

Several of the youpger men of the city 
know of the existence of this informal 
“Klondike Club” and they often appeal to 
the members for reading matter touching 
on the subject. This is furnished them, 
which, of course, helps to spread the fever. 
These young men devour everything upon 
the subject that falls into their hands. 

Other young men are being drawn into 
the meshes of the disease every day and if 
the present rate of increase among those 
who declare their intention of visiting the 
glistening fields keeps up Atlanta will be 
sadly in want of young men to carry on the 
business of the city next spring. 

When.approached upon the subfect these 
young men invariably reply that they fully 
intend to go, but that they wished the mat- 
ter kept quiet for the present on account 
of the propensity of those who have not 
the fever, to tease and ask embarrassing 
questions. Of course there are a great 
many of those who now say that they will 
go who will back out when the test cOmes; 
others will be compelled to remain on_ac- 
count of the fact that they have not the 
means to take them to the scene of the 
newly discovered gold fields, while others 
will be detained at home by the pleadings 
of their parents. 

t is certain, however, thac a great many 
will go and they are now saving every cent 
that comes into their poss°*sston, except 
what they are compelled to spend for act- 
ual living expenses, in order to have erough 
to start on next spring. The idea of those 
who intend going is to start from Atlanta 
on or about the middlo of February. This, 
they argue, will put them in Sitka before 
the snow has left the ground, thus afford- 
ing a passage overland, so far as is possible 
by means of sledges, this being acknowl- 
edged the easiest mode of travel. 

They will then be at the diggings at the 
very start of the summer season, and can 
work for some months in perfect comfort, 
expeet for the mosquitoes and other pests 
which are said to be fearful in the regions 
of the gold fields. Propably the worst case 
of gold fever in the city has seized upon 
Mr. Thomas Sherley. 

This gentleman is a practical miner. He 
went through *he California fever and has 
dug gold from Mexico to Canada, along the 
Rocky mountain range. He has heen in the 
business for.over thirty vears and has 
made and lost a fortune in the west. The 
earnings and savings of his whole life were 
swept away by the breaking of several 
western banks just previous to the time 
that the Cotton States and International 
exposition was held in this city. It was 
during that exposition that he arrived in 
Atlanta, with about $75 In his nocket. 

He was then on his. way to South Amer- 
ica, but while here had his sockets richked 
and has never been able to cet awry. He 
has a bad case of the fever an] says he 
will go to Klondike if he has to swim. He 
declares he knows che country, hoving 
worked in a silver mine in Britisn Colum- 
bia. | 

The young men of the city are excited, 
the fever has eaten its way into their 
bones, it has taken possession of their 
brains and just at present their one irtene 
tion, their aim, their goal, is Klond'ke; 
wnere they can wear clothes that they 
would scorn to don at home, where they 
will be eaten by moscuitoes in summer and 
touched by the icy atmosphere of 50 de- 
grees below zero, Farenheit, in winter: 
where food is scarce and fuel scarcer, but 
where the yellow metal is found in greater 
‘quantities than the world ever dreamed of. 


McKINLEY’S OLD REGIMENT. 


President Will Attend a Reunion of 
Twenty-Third Chio. 

Fremont, O., August 29.—The first and 
second days of September will haye noted 
events here at both of which President 
McKinley will be in attendance. 

On September 1st occurs the wedding cf 
Ersign Smith «nd Miss Haves, dvughter 
of the ex-president, and on the same day 
tho reunion of the regiment ii whieh Hayes 
and MeKinley served during the war, wii! 
be held. 

The Twenty-third Ohio regiment claims 
the distinct‘on of having mong its cfficers 
more men who attained hisn position dur 
ing ane after the war than inv other rcsi- 
ment in the United States. Two of its o‘ft- 
crs beeame president of the United States 
—R. B. Hays and William Meit'nley; one 
r2-2ched the office of Unit-d Sintes senatcr 
anc associate justice of rhe supre ne court 
of tho Us.ited States—Stanley Matthews. Its 
trst cclorel, W. S. Roseecs ins, was npooint- 
ed brigadier general in the reguiar army 
before his regiment reached the field. The 
next. in command, E. P. Scammon, was 
afterwards made major general of volun- 
teers and was equally successful in business 
life. The fourth colonel, James M. Comly, 
was mustered out with the regiment and 
afterwards was known as a distinguished 
journalist. Lieutenant Colonel Russell, now 
a resident of Bermuda islands, ‘s known as 
a successful man of business in Ohio. Since 
the war Captain G. R. Giddings was ap- 
pointed major in the United States army. 
Lieutenant R. P. Kennedy was later lieu- 
tenant governor of Ohio and also a mem- 


ber of congress. 

President McKinley rose from the ranks 
to second lieutenant September 24, 1862. 
He was promoted to first Heutenant Feb- 
ruary 17, 1863, and to captain July 25, 1564, 
and was afterwards breveted major. 

The regiment saw service, and trying ser- 
vice, in the mountains of West Virginia 
and participated honorably in the engage- 
ments of South Mountain and Antietam, in 
1862. It was especially conspicuous at the 
celebrated battle of Cedar Creek, October 
19, 18644, when Sheridan made his ride to 
Winchester.

Republican Mutineers Will Organize a 
Separate Party. 


WLL HOLD A HOT CONVENTION 


Johnson, Buck, Angier and Rucker 
May Not! Be Tenderly Dealt With. 


NEW STATE CHAIRMAN MAY Bz ELECTED 


The Georgia Republicans Are Now 
Hopelessly Split and No Compro- 
mise Is in Sight: 


Georgia republicanism is in a chaotic coa- 
dition. From present indications there 1s 
no ecmpremise in sight. The convention 
jast Thursday in Atlanta, when rei-hot 
resolutions were acopted denouncing the 
policy of the successful office se@ers, the 
manner in which the voracious pie eaters 
Rave the marble heart to Blodgett’s cuvin- 
mittee, have severed the last of the 
erthustcstic heelers who woiked so assid- 
ucusly for McKinley and the controversy 
will result in two distinct republican par- 
ties in Georgia. 

It. will not be long before this sccond par- 
ty will come. When Chairman Jchnson «m- 
phatically refused to grant the request of 
the mutineers to call a convention for ,the 
purpose of investigating the attitude of the 
office holders toward the civil service, they 
determined to call a convention anyway. 

The call for this convention will be sent 
out to be held in Atlanta some time this 
week. It is expected that every county in 
the state will be well represented by tur- 
bulent anti-Buck-Johnson-Angier-ites. They 
will organize themselves into a new re- 
publican party. They will elect a new 
state chairman, and republicanism will be 
thrown into a pretty predicanent from 
which the party will have some trouble ex- 
tricating itself. ° 

Is Johnson’s Election Illegal? 

Moreover the mutineers, the disappoint- 
ed ones who have been left out of’ the fo!d, 
claim that Johnson is not the rightful 
chairman of the republican party of the 
state. They claim he has absolutely no 
power to act in that capacity. They lay 
stress on the fact that he was chosen by 
Buck a3 a successor to Buck, and elected 
by postal cards instead of a regular con- 
vention. The mutineers say this is wrong, 
that Johnson is not the cnoice of the re- 
pulnican forces—in fact, they would wring 
his neck if they had the chance. 

But Johnson. sits serenely ensconced in 
his offlee apparGily oblivious of the howil- 
ing mob outside clamoring for. his scalp. 
He gives all the savage attacks that are 
being made on him the gentle horse laugh. 
Farticularly does he pay no attention to 
Tom Blodgett’s red-hot tetter published in 
yesterday's Constitution, awcusing him of 
bribery and all sorts of corruption. He 
says Blodgett is merely a disgruntled poli- 
tician, that having got left in the grand 
shuffle for official pie he seeks revenge on 
— who was more successful than him- 
self. 

(Moreover, Johnson is doing his duty— 
what he belleves to be right. He is honest 
in his convietions in that he thinks by 
serving the government the best he knows 
how, he confers a favor on the party that 
appointed him. He eannot:afford to dis- 
regard the civil service; neither can Angier 
or Rucker. 

JuSt who will be elected chairman by the 
new faction this week is speculative. It 
may be Blodgett, and it may be a colored 
man. Suffice it to say it will not be John- 
son, and that the mutineers will make as- 
siduous efforts not only to dethrone him 
from the state chairmanship, but to rob 
bim of his large corner lot of political pot 
pie. 

Not in Sympathy with Proceedings. 


Mr. Frank M. Kimble, a prominent re- 
publican well known in political circles, de- 
nies that he is a mutineer, or that he was 
in sympathy with the convention of cis- 
appointed office seekers last Thursday. 

“I desire’ to state.”’ said he, “that I made 
no specch whatever, nor was I in sympathy 
with that meeting. I had nothing todo with 
getting up the meeting and was caught up 
without knowing for what purpose the 
meeting was called. A goodly number of 
white republicans were present when the 
meeting was called to order and as soon as 
it cropped out that it was the intention of 
the movers in this affair to denounce our 
lenders in the state. a great many of the 
colored and all of the white republicans, 
save Mr. Blodgett, left the hall.”

Among other 
things he says:

Will the Governor Act? 

Today Governor Atkinson returns to 
the city and will be prepared to resume 
the duties of his high office. The Con- 
stitution hopes that his return will be 
the signal for prompt action in behalf 
of the dignity and moral welfare of the 
state. The law has been violated, and 
the violation is cumulative in its effect. 
The power and authority of the state 
have been and are openly defied. 

This being so and the facts being 
of record in the executive office, The 
Constitution urges upon the governor 
the necessity of instructing the attorney 
general of the state to take action which 
will result in the release of the misde- 
meanor convicts from the custody of 
those who now unlawfully hold 
them, and who have been and are now 
subjected to trueities and tortures 
which, so far as we know, have no par- 
allel in the history of the state, 

Govenor Atkinson,as thechief execu- 
tive of the state, is the only official who 
can proceed in the name of the common- 

- wealth to break up the demoralizing 
traffic, the horrors of which have been 
g0 thoroughly exposed. There is noth- 
ing whatever to prevent him from in- 
Structing the attorney general to bring 
suit to release from unlawful confine- 
ment all the misdemeanor convicts held 
by private parties, and have them put 
to such public work as is required by 
law. 

It is suggested that Governor Atkin- 
#0n proposes to refer the Byrd report 
aud the whole matter to the legislature. 
But what more can the legislature do 
than it has already done? The injus- 
tice of leasing misdemeanor convicts to 
private and irresponsible parties has 
already .been referred to our lawmakers 
and they have acted in the matter to 
the extent of their power and authority, 
(No law on our statute books is more 
carefully prepared or clearer in its in- 
tentions than that which prohibits the 
leasing of misdemeanor convicts to pri- 
vate parties. It is impossible to mis- 
interpret it. The dullest mind can un- 
‘derstand it. 

On what ground, then, are the whole- 
sale violations of this law, and their at- 
tendant brutalities, to be referred to 
the legislature? Having already dealt 
With the question fully and finally, it 
cannot be expected the general assem- 
bly, will usurp the functions of the exec- 
utive and proceed to enforce the law. 
The Constitution would rather tolerate 
the present violations of the law than 
to witness the spectacle of this usurpa- 
‘tion. 

We have made the suggestion only to 
show how foolish and ridiculous is the 
proposition to refer the matter to the 
legislature when there is already a law 
on the statute books that completely 
covers the case. Our lawmakers could 
not frame a statute more explicit than 
that which covers the case of the mis- 
demeanor convicts. The law says that 
every crime declared to be a misde- 
meanor is punishable by a fine not to 
exceed $1,000, or imprisonment not to 
exceed six months, to work in the chain- 
gang ON PUBLIC WORKS, or on such 
other works as the COUNTY AUTHOR- 
ITIES may employ the chaingang, not 
to exceed twelve months.” 3 

This: is explicit enough, but, out of 
abundant caution, and to make sure that 
its intentions should not be misunder- 
Stood, the legislature added a provision 
declaring “that nothing herein  con- 
tained shall authorize the giving con-. 
trol of convicts to PRIVATE PER- 
SONS.” We say, therefore, that, in 
the fate of this law, which is inopera- 
tive only because it is not enforced, it 
is perfect folly to talk about referring 
the matter back to the legislature. The 
responsibility is mot on that body at 
ell. It rests wholly with the executive 
Officers of the state. 

If the sheriff, or other county officer, 
openly violates and defies the law of the 
Btate, as has been done in these cases, 
is there no remedy? Do the governor

force a law? We are in a very pretty 
plight, indeed, if there is no machinery 
at hand whereby the chief executive of 
the state may enforce a law that is de- 
fied by county officials. 
The case is too plain. The legislature 
cannot pass a more definite law. The 
only question that remains is, shall this 
wholesome law, passed in deference to 
the public sentiment of the state, 
made inoperative because its enforce- 
ment would interfere with the petty, 
but sinister, greed of county officers? It 
is the duty of the governor to execute 
the law, and there is the fiw that calls 
for execution; what more is necessary 
but the prompt action of the governor? 
‘ It is beyond belief that there should 
be any display of hesitation in the ex- 
ecutive department of the state in the 
face of this wholesale violation of the 
law by county officials who are sworn 
to uphold and support the laws of Geor- 
gia. If there is no other remedy, the 
ttorney general can at least order the 
prosecution of these officials for perjury 
and so break them on the wheel of their 
own misdoings. > 
The action of Judge Sheffield, of the 
Pataula circuit, in releasing a negro 
convict who had been unlawfully hired 
to a private party, shows what the ju- 
dicial officers of the state think of these 
private leases. But the judges of the 
courts can act only in special cases, and 
there are probably not ten out of the 
eight hundred victims of official greed 
and private gain whose resources will 
Warrant them in bringing habeas cor- 
pus proceedings. 
In point of fact, the whole qy@stion 
has assumed a new phase. The results 
of the violation of the statute which 
we have quoted are bad enough, but the 
necessity of upholding and emphasizing 
the dignity and authority of the gov- 
ernor’s Office is infinitely more import- 
ant. If the governor cannot act—can- 
not execute the law—then a curious 
state of affairs is exposed, But if he 
will not act, why, then, that is another 
matter. : 
We had intended to inquire, who 
stands for these helpless convicts, the 
victims of a violated law, if not the 
But a more pertinent in- 
quiry is, who stands for the state, if 
not the governor? The state is the vic- 
tim of a foul wrong; the laws of the 
state are openly defied by men sworn to 
uphold them. Is the executive depart- 
ment to be thrown into a state of paraiy- 
sis by this condition of affairs?

the gravest problems with which she 
has had to deal during the present cen- 


this fall. It will take the form of a repro- 
duction of tae Niagara Falis, the water 
being represented by the natural juice of 
the ‘grape and the rocks of the original be- 
ing reproduced in glass. ‘The scheme con- 
templates a large exhibit, involving the 
use Of 100,000 gallons of California red wine 
to represent the foaming, dashing water. 
The precipice over which the wine is pre- 
cipitated will be formed of glass, through 
which electric lights will shed a Nght in- 
tensifying the warm color of the wine and 
the grottoes and caves along the banks 
will be elaborately decorated with Cali- 
fornia fauna and furnished with cool re- 


tury. 

At the beginning of the current month 
Great Britain dispatched a force of 35.- 
000 regulars to the frontier line of 
northern India, along which the out- 
break first spread; but instead of ac- 
complishing the purpose of the expedi- 
ticn, it seems that the presence of this 
large body of soldiers in the disaffected 
area of the province has only added 
fuel to. the fires of revolution. From 
the latest information which has reach- 
ed this country it appears that the en- 
tire northern part of India has become 
involved in the growing flame of hostili- 
ity toward Great Britain, and that ev- 
ery indication of prolonged bloodshed 
is in the atmosphere. 

As to the cause of this serious condi- 
in northern India, va- 
rious theories have been advanced. 
Some ascribe it to the debilitating ef- 
fects of recent visitations which have 
entailed great suffering upon the prov- 
ince; others, to this cause with the su- 
peradded ingratitude of Great Britain 
in failing to come to the rescue of her 
affligted subjects when smitten with 
disease and famine; still others to the 
shrewd and malicious cunning of the 
Turkish sultan, who, in order to avenge 
himself against Great Britain for op- 
posing him in his exhorbitant demands 
upon Greece, has incited her Hindoo 
subjects in India to rebellion. What- 
ever the underlying cause, or causes, of 
the present distressed condition of af- 
fairs in the province may be there is 
some plausibility, at least, in-the theory 
which credits it to the Turkish sultan. 
Other causes may be contributory, but 
the subtle influence of the sultan ap- 
pears to be the overshadowing one, and, 
therefore, calls for some investigation. 
As every one knows, the Turkish sul- 
tan is the recognized head of the Mo- 
hammedan religion. Of course there 
are certain hierarchs and _ prelates 
whose.rulings are supreme in matters 
of religious faith: but on account of the 
temporal power with which the sultan 
is vested, it is only natural that Mo- 
hammedans should look upon him as 
their illustrious representative. In op- 
posing the demands of the sultan, 
therefore, Great Britain has virtually 
antagonized, not only the faith which 
is represented in his royal office, but 
also the millions who prostrate them- 
selves before its pagan altars. Un- 
doubtedly the attachment which has 
heretofore existed between Great Brit- 
ain and her subjects in India has been 
marked by singular tenacity; but from 
the nature of things, this political at- 
tachment cannot. possibly equal the re- 
ligious fealty which binds the devout 
Mohammedan to the shrines of his pa- 
gan worship. To incite the Hindoos to 
rebellion against Great Britain under 
these circumstances requires only a 
nod from the Ottoman throne, and in 
view of the want and suffering to which 
the province has recently been reduced, 
it is all the more easy to perceive the 
effect which this ncd would produce. 
In the event of hostilities with India, 
Great Britain would not only find her-

There are few persons who have any idea, 
says The Philadelphia Record, of the 
enormous capacity of an ordinary ocean 
steamship. The boat looks big, of course, 
but gives no idea of the tremendous 
amount of freight that can be stowed 
away in its capacious hold without over- 
loading it. The Baltimore and Orio rail- 
road loaded a steamship the other day and 
this is what it took to fill her: Sixty-six 
cars of lumber, four of starch, nineteen of 
oil cake, six of provisions, one of grain, 
one of flour, twenty-two of tobacco, two 
of wire, three. of sugar, thirteen of fresh 
meat, twenty. of sheep, or 1,699 head; forty- 
five of cattle, or 888 head; three of lard, 
one of copper, four of merchandise and 16i 
of grain, making a total of 371 carloads. 
This is equal to ten long freight trains, 
Which, if placed in a row, would cover a 
disturice of about two miles. And all their 
freight went into one tramp steamboat.

The growth of the iron industry in the 
south during the past few years has been 
truly phenomenal. For the year 189 the 
total outgut of Mon in this section amount- 
ed to 1,833,235 tons: for the current year it 
will exceed 2,000,000 tons. When the south- 
ern iron manufacturers first sent their pro- 
duct to Pennsylvania,’’ says The New Or- 
leans Times-Democrat, “it Was thought 
most extraordinary that they should be 
able to invade that territory.’ At the pres- 
ent time, however, they ship to England 
at least 10 per cent of their product. 
Southern iron, like southern cotton, now 
finds its way to all parts of the globe, and 
some of it has recently been used in the 
manufacture of basic steel by the Martin 
process. It has been possibile to lay it 
down in England at $7.50 per ton, and it 
ean be manufactured for even less, as the 
cost of production in the Birmingham dis- 
trict is reduced from year to year. The 
chances are that nearly one-third of the 
total iron product of the country wiil come 
this vear from the south, the largest share 
of this industry it has ever nad. Nor will 
its field be limited to iron, for the 
ie now being extensively converted into 
steel. and it is predicte that the south 
will ultimately furnish the steel plates for 
our men of war, which it has been found 
impossible to get in the east on reasonable 
terms. Much of the southern iron is being 
converted elsewhere into steel, and the 
new steel mill at Birmingham, Ala., is now 
operating ten revolving’ steel furnaces, 
turning out 1,600 tons of steel ingots per 
day, the latter being converted at once

Without the slightest 
intemtion of being unfair to Mr. Mifflin, the 
writer is compelled to dissent and protest 
against the hysterical panegyrics going 
the rounds of faddom regarding the “‘new 
, poet.” One can understand the ecstatic 
delight of the patient astronomer when 
at last some ‘‘new comet comes swimming 
imto his ken,” and can feel for him when 
his reductions prove his supposed find to 
-be but a wayward, every-day meteor 
masquerading in comet’s clothes. Like- 
wise with Mr. Stoddard. Though he has 
threatened an unsuspecting public with the 
throes of a Mifflin fad, let us not judge 
him too harshly. There are palliating 
circumstances. Let us give him the benefit 
of the personal equation. 
Now as to Mr. Loyd Mifflin. A careful 
analysis shows his sonmet to be perfect 
in all its mechanical features, save per- 
haps the attempt to make “and said” 
rhyme with “myriad.” While this might 
come under the privileges of a generous 
poetic license, it is ill-becoming a newly 
discovered ‘‘true poet.” However, this is 
but a trivial defect., Let it pass. It has 
long been considered an irrevocable law 
of the sonnet that it should be a unit and 
complete im itself. Within the jimits of 
its ample quotations and fulsome sestette 
the subject and predicate must le fully 
treated and no more. What has Mr. Mif- 
flin completed within his sonnet? It starts 
off in medias res and disappoints in its 
finale. It leaves the impression of an 
incomplete sentence—of a subjective clause 
lopped of its predicate, The subject mat- 
ter, inadequate and the poetical 
perspective, as it were, all awry and dis- 
proportionate,

The Sad story of Longfellow’s Gabriel 
and Evangeline has been outdone in Chi- 
ce go. 

Mary Lena Olson and Christopher J. 
Bergstrom were betrothed lovers in Swea- 
en in their youth. Circumstances parted 
them and both made their way to Chicago. 
They never met, although they spent the 
last fifteen years of their lives beneath the 
same roof—the insane asylum of Cook 
county. Both died the same week. 

County Agent Olson, who knew both of 
them in Sweden. recognized Lena as he 
was -passing through the institution at 
Dunning. ‘“‘She was engaged to a man of 
my town,” he said, ‘“‘but they drifted apart. 
The man came to America, and she follow- 
ed him after a time, but never got track 
of him.’’ 

‘Mary Lena Olson was found unconscious 
on the street one cold night in March, 1882, 
and was taken to the county hospital. 
When consciousness was restored she was 
found to be insane. Efforts to learn her 
history were fruitless. 

Bergstrom was a patient in the asylum 

for ten years before Miss Olson was Fent 
there. He used to speak continually tn his 
ravings of “Lena,” and “Lena’’ was the 
last word he spoke. He was the oldest in- 
mate of the institution when he died, last 
Wednesday. 
It was on account of “Old Chris's” death 
and his mutteritigs of the name “Lena” 
that County Agent Olson’s mind recalled 
the recollection of having seen Lena Olson 
in the asylum. He remembered then that 
Christopher Bergstrom was the name of 
her lost lover. 

Mary Lena Olson died August 15th and 


was buried in Mount Olivet cemetery. 
Christopher J. Bergstrom was. laid to 
rest in the potters’ field the day of his 
death.

| GRORGE’ PARROTT 


WAS LAID TO REST 


Yesterday at 4 P. M. 
THE SCENE WAS IMPRESSIVE 


Residence Was Too Small To Hold All 
of Those Present. 


THE LAST SAD RITES WERE OBSERVED 


Drs. E. H. Barnett and J. W. Roberts 
Conducted the Services—No Ser- 
mon Was Delivered. 


The funeral services and interment of 
George Parrott, Jr., took place yesterday 
afternoon. 

The services were brief but very impres- 
Sive. The late residence of the young man, 
22 Howard street, was crowded with his 
friends and relatives, who had come to pay 
the last sad tribute to his memory. 

The services were cond.2'ed by Dr. E. H. 
Barnett, of the First Presbyterian church, 
end Dr. J. W. Roberts, of Trinity church. 
No sermon was delivered, the services be- 
ing confined to two songs by the choir from 
the First Presby‘erian, and prayers by beth 
of the ministers. 

The choir consisted of Mr 
Frank Pearson and Mr. John W. Lively, 
and the songs for the service were selected 
by them. The service at the residence com- 
merced at 4 o’clock. By the time the hour 
arrived the house was s9 crowded that it 
was impossible for all to enter, and many 
were compelled to remain on the front 
perch, 

The choir sang "I Have Read of a Beanti- 
‘ful City.’’ Dr. Barnett then read part of the 
regular Methodist burial service, after 
which Dr. Roberts offerel up a short 
prayer. The entire service at the residence 
cid not occupy more than ten minutes, but 
if wns impressive in the extreme. 

The funeral precession was unusually long 
and many private conveyances were 
brought irto service. The procession moved 
slowly down Peachtree street and turned 
down Broad street to Hunter street, and 
it then went direct to the cemetery. The 
mcurrers gathered around the open grave 
while the coffin was being lowered, and 
when it rested on the hottom Dr. Rceberts 
read the commitment portion of the Meth- 
odist burial sorvice. . 

Dr, Barnett then offered up a prayer, 
nfter which the friends and relatives who 
had accompanied the body to! the cemetery 
disrersed. 1t was a sad funeral and those 
who witriessed the services and the inter- 
ment were deeply affected. 

George Parrott, Jr., was one of the most 
ropular yourg men in the city. The rash 
deed committed by him in taking his own 
life was a great sheck to those who knew 
him. 

He was a young man with an exception- 
ally bright future, even after he had lost 
his fortune, and there was no real cause for 
the deed. It was only his highly sensitive 
nature that caused him to take his own 
life and he had many golden qualities 
which will not be forgotten by his friends. 


HE WILL SOON KNOW HIS FATE 


GOVERNOR WILL DECIDE PERRY’S 
CASE SOON AFTER HISi RETURN. 


He Will Probably Arrive Today—His 
Decision Is Impatiently 
Awaited. 


Governor Atkinson did not return from 
Virginia yesterday, aS was expected, and 
there will therefore be no decision :1n the 
Perry case today. 

The governor’s family expect him to re- 
turn to the city either today or tomorrow, 
but it is very likely that he will arrive 
in Atlanta today. 

It is understood that the governor will 
render a decision in the Perry case as soon 
after his return as is possible; therefore 
his arrival is awaited impatiently by those 
who are interested in the case. 

The late developments in the case and 
the many affidavits that have heen intro- 
duced have awakened interest in it, amd 
there is much speculation as to what the 
governor’s decision will be. 

It is understood that Perry is hopeful 
and feels confident that all will go well 
with him. His attorneys have made a 
strong fight for his life, and are hopeful 
that the decision of the governor will be 
in their favor. 

A number of #trong affidavits have Iciely 
beem introduced by the defense, erd on 
these the application for executive clem- 
ency was based. The hearing at which 
these affidavits were presented :9 the gov- 
ernor was a lenghty and careful one, 

The governor has carefully weighed ev- 
er? particle of additional evidence tendered 
bv both sides of the case, and his decision 
will be made after he has made a thor- 
ough investigation of the points in dis- 
pute. 

Perry’s respite will soom expire, and it 
will be necessary for an early Gecision to 
be made, if there is no change trom the 
decision of the court, in order’ to give 
the man a chance to prepare for death. 

The governor has given a great amount 
of time and attention to the Perry case, 
and it has worried him as much, if not 
more, than any other case of a like char- 
acter that he has been called on to de- 


cide.

THE CHILD CAN NEVER TALK 


Little Willie McClain Has Lost Use of 
His Vocal Chords. 


WAS SHOT BY HIS OWN FATHER 
/ 


The Child Will Be Dismissed from the 
Grady Hospital Within a 
Few Days. 


In a few days little Willie McClain, the 
Object of a drunken father’s frenzy, will 
be ready to leave the hospital. 

He is cured as far as it is in the hands 
or power of a physician to cure. The bul- 
let that passed through his head has left 
its mark, that only death can erase. 

“A cripple for life,’’ said the surgeon at 
the hospital to a Constitution reporter 
yesterday. ‘‘Talk for the gentleman, Wil- 
lie,’ said the surgeon to the little. fellow 
who was rocking back and forth in a little 
chair, 

The little child got out of its chair 
and, on one foot, siid along the edge of 
a little white bed. “No, I dom’t want you 
to walk, 1 want you to talk for him; go 
sit down and talk.”” The little fellow sat 
down, but never spoke a word. It is be- 
yond his power. ‘‘We have tried to induce 
him to talk, but his vocal cords are com- 
pletely paralyzed and I hardly think he 
will ever speak again,” said the surgeon. 

The little child sat { nth chair, h.s 
head wrapped with a large bandage. He 
listened attentively to tne conversation 
that was goimg on. s 

The entire right side of the body is par- 
alyzed. From the head down to the bot- 
tom of the foot, the leaden bullet left its 
mark. The right arm is perfectly help- 
less and rests against the little fellow’s 
Side. As he drew himself along the side 
of the little white bed, he dragged the 
entire right side. 

The little Fuller child, who Hes helpless 
in the cot across the hall, tried to move 
his head so that he could see the pro- 
ceedings, but his weak neck wouild not 
Support the strain, and it fell back on the 
soft pillow. 

The child’s wound has healed, and in a 
few days the bandage will be ramoved. 
He will then be sent to his home, where 
he will forever be a helpless cripple. Mc- 
Clain lingers in jail. His wife called on 
him a few days ago ahd.he asked after 
his child. Since his fate depends on that 
of the boy, he is anxious to knew of its 
condition. McClain will be tried before the 
next term of the criminal court. He is 
ae with ‘assault with intent to mur- 

er. 


STRATON TALKS ON ORATORY 


President State Association Is Very 
Enthusiastic. 


FUTURE OF ORATORY IN § H 


\ 


Wants All Southern States To Organize 
and Contest for Palm of the 
Whole Country. 


Mr. John Roach Straton, president of 
the Georgia Oratorical Association, {1s 
very enthusiastic over the success of the 
intercollegiate debate in Atlanta last Tues- 
day night. He believes the event was the 
dirst stimulus for renewed interest in the 
urt in this state, and predicts a grand fu- 
ture for the association. 
ur. Straton suggests that other assocta- 
tions be organized among the colleges in 
other states, and that a contest be had for 
the palm of the south; that similar courses 
be adopted in the north, and that north 
and south finally meet on the platform for 
the palm of oratory. When seen yester- 
day he spoke as follows: 

“As president of the oratorical assocta- 
tion I desire to make some observations 
about the recent contest and the work of 
the association generally. 

se is well known, Tuesday night's 
event wis the first annual meet of the as- 
scclation; the primal number in a series ot 
like contests ‘to occur through succeeding 
years, and it may prove interesting to the 
public to learn of the present status of 
the oratorical renaissance and the future 
prospects of the movement. 

‘There have been organized in Georgia 
five leading colleges, local associations for 
the promotion of interest in oratory, ana 
for the purpose of annually selecting a 
representative to the inter-colleglate meet. 
These five institutions, ‘bound together by 
a constitution, form the Georgia Inter- 
collegiate Oratorical Association. 

“Nor has the revival of interest in ora- 
tory stopped here. Plans are now on foot 
for the organization of a southern inter- 
state association, of which the Severai 
state associations shall be constituent mem- 
bers, and whose annual contests shall de- 
termine the winner of the southern ora- 
torical palm. After the formation of this 
association, it is hoped that an arrange- 
ment can be perfected by which represen- 
tatives from ‘the southern association shall 
meet contestants from the northern ana 
western oratorical leagues, and annually 
battle for the championship of the union. 
And it ‘s hardly necessary to add that in 
such contests the southern orators will 
more than hold their own. 

“The movement !s growing in 
port and widening in its scope. But the 
question natudally arises: Where did it 
all come from? The oratorical renaissance 
did not spring full-bodied into life, as dia 
the fabled deity from the brow of Jupi- 
ter; but its present gratifying condition is 
the result of earnest, intelligent and ener- 
getic effort. There appeared, some months 
ago, a series of articles, from the pen ofr 
of a gifted Georgian, deploring the decad- 
ence of interest in oratorv, and urging 
upon the young men of the state the im- 
perative necessity of renewed efforts in the 
cultivation of this noble and important 
art. The writer supplemented his articles 
with earnest personal endeavors, and as a 
result of his efforts the state association 
was formed, and the contest of last Tues- 
day was its first fruitage. 

‘The gentleman who has 60 generously 
lent his genius and energy to this 
worthy cause is our distinguished. fellow- 
townsman, Hon. John Temple Graves, ana 
I wish here to publicly acknowledge his 
great services. As president of the or.- 
torical association, and in behalf of the 
college men of Georgia, I wish to assure 
Mr. Graves of our earnest appreciation of 
his interest, and to thank him most warm- 
ly for his assistance in arranging for the 
first meet. He not only inspired the move- 
ment with his brilliant pen, but he pro- 
vided the costly gold medal Which was th® 
first prize; he went deeper into his pocket 
and assisted in paying the rent of the 
opera house, and so interested was he in 
seeing the first event a success. that he 
even assisted in arranging the minor prac- 
tical details. 

“For this evidence of interest in our 
velfare we shculd irdeed feel deep appre- 
clation. I desire to say that the college 
men of Georgia are proud of John Tem- 
ple Graves. We admire him for the in- 
comparahle brilliarcy of his intel- 
lect: we Icve him for his broad, 
public spirit: we esteem him for 
the honor that he bas reflected on his 
state and section. In every state of the 
union his eloquence has charmed ana 
swayed his audiences of his countrymen, 
and he has gone to those distant com- 
monwealths as a living embodiment of the 
truth that oratory is not dead in the 
south. 

“Nor does appreciation for his efforts 
stop with the college men. The magnifi- 
cent ovation given him on Tuesday nighr 
was a splendid vote of thanks from the 
public, and IT am sure that I voice the 
sentiment of all in bidding \Mr. Graves 
and other gentlemen who have interested 
thenicselves Gods peed in their efforts for 
establishing chairs of oratory in our Geor- 

colleges. 

“Tt is u matter for common congratula- 
tion that the public should begin to realize 
thatt while orators are born and not made, 
{t is necessary that they be developed by 
training and effort, just as the diamond is 
perfected by the lapidary’s stone. Though 
Demosthenes has come down as the ideal 
orator of all the ages, his eloquence would 
have had few terrors for Phillip had it 
not been for the vnebbles in the orator’s 
mouth, which overcame his imperfections 
of speech, the sword suspended above his 
baek, which corrected the ungalinliness of 
his movement and the speaking by the 
sounding sea. which accustomed him to 
the turmoll of a crowd. 

*In closing, allow me to thank she news- 
papers and the good people of Atlanta 
for their co-operation in making the first 
contest the success it was and to solicit 
a continuance of their interest in the 


its im- 


cause of oratory.”

The race for the mayoralty of Decatur is 
beginning to assume definite proportgons 
and the indications are that it will be a 
a@ very lively fight. Heretofore the place 
has not been sought by more than one 
candidate and there has seldom been mcre 
than one in the race for the place. 

The registered vote of the county scat Is 
about 300 and at the elections there are 
few more than 100 votes cast. The simall 
number of votes makes it imperative for 
the candidates to get to work early and 
pledge all the support they can, and it is 
said this is where the real work of the 
campuign generally lies. 

The number of aspirants that have come 
cut so far are making the Interest inanifest 


for the citizens and many of them have 
been approached more than once. It is 
promised by one of the candidates that the 
usual quietude of the town will be stirred 
many times before the final election. 

The ones now out are J.W. Mayson, the 
present incumbent; Mr. John Montgumery, 
«nd Mr. J. T. Calloway. These all have 
their individual opinions why they 
should be elected and why the people 
should vote for them. Some of them want 
speaking and some of them do not. They 
seem to disagree as to the best way to run 
a political campaign and it is gaid that 
some novelties will be introduced that 
would startle even Hanna himself. 

Each one claims he has enough friends 
in the town to elect nim {if they will just 
all come to the polls to express their opin- 
ions. Their platforms are numerous and 
each of them practically promises that they 
will revolutionize progress, and if elected 
will have the pretty little suburb the rival 
of Atlanta before their term of office is 
out. 

When approached on, the proseprity ques- 
ticn they will ponder and, with many “‘ifs” 
they will say that if prosperity has not ar- 
rived in Decatur by the ‘ime of the election, 
which is December 8th, toey will go after it 
and have an immense “prosverity preces-. 
sion’’ by Christmas. 

Dr. J. W. Mayson, who has been the may- 
or for five years, is very much surprised 
that any one should want the position. He 
says that his experience has taught him 
that without it it is very hard to adminis- 
ter the affairs of the town, They are com- 
plicated and cannot be learned in a day. 

He has worked hard and tried to adminis- 
ter the affairs justly. He has done all he 
could, but owing to the small amount of 
taxes he has not been able to improve the 
town to any extent. He advocates a higher 
rate of taxation and says that this is very 
necessary to have the town with the con- 
veniences that it should have. 

He says he will work for electric lights, 
gas and water. If the treasury is large 
enough he will attempt to have the side- 
walks made so that they will be passable 
in the wofSt of all weather. 

Mr. Montgomery is running on the plat- 
form that “I will do all 1 can."* He proposes 
to better the town in many Ways and he is 
going to do his strongest work in trying to 
keep the courthouse in Decatur and use 
his influence to have the county seat reé- 
main there. 

This is the great fighting ground for all 
the candidates and it ts said that the town 
has not three more earnest workers for .he 
county seat than the three candidates for 
the mayoralty of Decatur. It is thought 
that the one who does the most to Keep the 
courthouse in its present place will receiv? 
the silpport of the largest number of c.ti- 
zens. 

They each agree that the courthouse 
should remain where it is and it is not a 
fight on issues, they say, but depends on 
the one who does the most work. The 
people say instead of running they are 
working. 

Mr. T. L. Calloway places his claim to 
the right to enter the race on the fact that 
he is an original Decatur man, having been 
born and reared in the town. He says that 
he has always wanted to be the mayor of 
his native city and it is his boyhood ambi- 
tion that he wished to achieve. 

He says that he does not know whether 
he will challenge any one to a champ‘on 
debate, but that he will push tlfe fight 
against the others to the last extremity. 
He jumps on Mayor Mayson and claims 
that he has been slow in the administration 
ef affairs. 

It is probable that the result of the elec- 
tion will be known some time before the 
votes are counted, as the small number will 
allow the candidates to pledge and control 
all their support before the day of election.

NATIONAL DANGERS DISCUSSED 


DR. REDE PREACHES AN INTER- 
ESTING SERMON. 


He Tells How the National Dangers 
Should Be Met and Dealt 
With. 


Rev. Wyllys Reade, pastor of the Church 
of the Incarnation, in West End, preached 
a strong sermon yesterday on “Our Na- 
tional Dangers and How to Meet Them.” 

He named five perils which the people 
have to fear and dealt with the manner 
in which they should be met in a clear 
and forceful manner. His sermon was of 
an interesting nature and held the atten- 
tion of his congregation. 

The problems were the influx of vast 
hordes of alien people, whom he termed 
as the scum and off seouring of the cold 
world, who add little or nothing to our 
national resourees and fill our land with 
immorality, riot.ng, socialism and anarchy;

been set free and given, without any ade- 
quate training for their exercise, all the 
rights of citizenship; the organized rivalry 
between labor and capital which increases 
in bitterness day by day; the widespread 
corruption in national, state and city ygov- 
ernment, and in business and svucial life; 
the divided Christianity and weakened 
church, 

All these problems should be met, he 
said, by Christianity. The immigrants 
should be Christianized ‘as should the re- 
groes. Christianity should be introduced 
in the governments and should be brought 
between labor and capital. There should 
be Christian unity, and with this the perils 
would soon be dispersed.

PAY 25 PER CENT 


Second Payment to Depositors Comes 
Wedwesday Morning. 


RECEIVER LOGAN IN NEW YORK 


Where Hs Is Collecting the Available 
Assets of the Bank. 


HARRY FRANK MAY PAY NIS NOTES 


When the Bank Failed It Owed De- 
‘positors $17,500 and Other Cred- 
itors Small Amounts. 


The depositors of the Fidelity Banking 
and Trust company will another 
2 per cent payment Wednesday morning. 

When the bank closed its doors to the 
commercial world it owed depositors and 
customers about $17,500. Shortly after 
Mr. James L. Logan was appointed re- 
ceiver a payment of 25 per cent was made 
by the bamk upon assets which were real- 
ized upon quickly. The payment that is 
to be made Wednesday will make ®& per 
cent that has been paid depositors—one- 
half of the indebtedness of the hank. 

Since the first payment was made de- 
positors, the collections have not teen 
made rapidly, although Receiver Logan 
has actively worked upon the long list of 
assets and collateral security which he 
found in the bank on the day he took 
charge of the institution under the order 
of the superior court. It has been since 
his management begap that an appeal was 
made to the stockhoNMers to pay-to the 
bank the amount of tXeir liability under 
the general state law. Some of the siock- 
holders were willing to pay their liabil- 
ity, but others were not, and suits have 
since been filed ‘nm the superior court 
against the stockholders. These suits will 
be tried at the next term of the court, 
but it is said that many of the stockhold- 
ers will pay the amounts due the bank 
before the suits are reached for trial. 

For several weeks Receiver Logan has 
been in New York, where he has been 
endeavoring to make collections tor the 
bank. A large amount of the s¢curity 
came from New York, and many of the 
sigmers of the notes are located in that 
city. Harry Frank, who is charged with 
forgery, it being claimed that he secured 
a large amount of money from ‘the Fideli- 
ty by forging the name of a well-known 
Atlanta business man to several rotes 
which were presented the bank and which 
were discounted, left Atlanta some 
time ago amd went to Buffalo, but he is 
now in New York, where he is engaged 
in the ticket brokerage business. Receiver 
Logan has been in conference with Frank 
and it is said that he has collected about 
$150 from the ticket broker. 

Assistant Cashier Frazier will make out 
the checks Wednesday, which will entitle 
the depositors to receive the second % 
per cent. 

“Mr. Logan and myself have been work- 
ing very hard to get all the assets col- 
lected up said Mr. Frazier yesterday. 
‘There are many notes which are worth- 
less, but there are some that are good. 
All that is possible to be collected will be 
worked upon-and we believe there will be 
a sum large enough realized with which 
to pay i time.’”’

Claims the Company’s Lease Has Yet 
Seven Years To Run. 


THERE WiLL BE A CONFERENCE TODAY 


Secretary Hale and Mayor Collier Will 
Discuss the Situation and May 
Reach a Settlement. 


The officiels of the Lakewood Amuse- 
ment Cempary are worked up to fever 
heat over the statement of Mayor Collier 
in reference to selzing the park on account 
of alleged violations of contracts. The in- 
dications are that decision will be 
made final in the 

The Hales say they will hold the city 
to its contract. They have seven more 
years to operate Lakewood they claim un- 
Cer the terms of the contract. 

Both sides will confer today. The 
mayor will demand the past due rent; the 
Lakewood officials will ask. a remittance 
thereof on account of police 
The mayor will demand that th» bond ‘be 
strengthened; the compary will claim the 
requirements of the bond have already been 
complied with and that another would be 
useicss—although willing to produce one if 
necessary. The mayor will demand the in- 
surance policies; the company will say that 
it was an oversight and they will doubt- 
less produce the same.

Irayor claims the lease requires the Lake- 
wood company to insure the buildings of 
the park in favor of the city to the amount 
of $4,000. The company denies any such 
ciause, claiming the contract requires the 
buildings simply to be insured, not speci- 
fying the city of Atlanta as beneficiary. 

The original lease says the buildings shall 
be insured, and the loss, if there is any, 
to go to the city. There is no specification 
as to amount of insurance. 

According to the Lakewood people, the 
city is much more derelict in the observ- 
ance of contracts than themselves. They 
cite the fact the city contracted during 
€xposition times, when the north and south 
Sides were pulling for’ the big show, to 
spend $40,000 in improvements—$10,000 a year 
for four years on the Lakewood property, 
and they say that not one cent has ever 
been spent in that direction since. The 
company says it largely depended on this 
appropriation when it took charge of the 
property. 

The lease requires the city to give the 
company one acre of ground at the park 
for street car terminals. The company 
Says it has never received the acre of land. 
In answer to the mayor’s’*demand for poli- 
cies, the company is demanding deeds. 

The company claims the city is not really 
entitled to another cent of rent during the 
entire lease. They say they were required 
to place $00 in improvements annually, and 
they have already spent $15,000, which, 
added to the expense of the railroad, makes 
$40,000. 

The Situation as Mr. Hale Sees It. 

Mr. Dayton Hale, secretary of the com- 
pany, furnishes following statement 
for publication, which gives his views upon 
the situation: 

“The receivership of the railway leading 
to the park has probably led the publie 
to understand that the park was also in- 
volved in the receivership, which is nou 
the case, the park being operated by a 
separate company. As to the park com- 
pany being in arrears for rent to the city, 
the facts are these: The park company 
is to pay the city $400 per year in im- 
provements, and $200 in money; there is 
more than enough spent in permanent im- 
provements to pay the city full rent for 
three times the length of the lease. The 
$200 was paid last year in police protec- 
tion, which we thought just and proper, 
and we confidently expect the city to do 
the same this vear. 

“As to the insurance on the buildings, 
that has been simp!y an oversight and the 
company stands ready to insure.the buila- 
ings in the interest of the city of Atlanta. 

“As to the bond being strengthened, ev- 
erything for which the bond was given has 
practically been complied with, but if Tne 
city wishes the bond strengthened they 
should have nottfied the company and re- 
quested it. wish to state most emphati- 
cally and without appearing to contradict 
anybody, that I have received no commu- 
nication, elither directly or indirectly, from 
the mayor, nor anybody representing the 
city of Atlanta, either in reference to rent. 
insurance or bond. The parties with in- 
terest at Lakewood have spent $2,000 on 
the railroad and $15,000 in 
on the park, ‘the city having spent nothing 
nor have they been asked to spend any- 
thing except: the $200 allowed last ye: 
for police protection. Nobody can say that 
the money spent by these individuals has 
not materially improved tthe city’s large 
tract of land. Ags to the health of the 
surrounding country, no complaint from 
any of the citizens has ¢«@er been made; 
on the contrary, quite a number of houses 
have recently been’ erected, only caused 
by the attraction of the park. <As to the 
danger of the dam breaking,it stood the 
pressure when used by the city of Atlan- 
ta for city water. At the time when the 
flood came down from both branches ar:] 
ran over; the dam, since that time the 
county has put the dam across the north 
end of the lake, shutting out half the wa- 
ter, causing it to pass around the lake, 
through a canal, thereby relieving the

. lake of at least half of the pressure hete- 


tofore resisted, In ‘the event of a heavy 
flood; so that there is absolutely no pos- 
sibility of the main dam giving away. We 
do not feel that the city of Atlanta will 
jeopardize an investment of $40,000 invested 
by her citizens, and which has resulted in 
establishing one of the most popular re- 
sorts around Atlanta for the technical rea- 
sons set’ forth in the complaint by the 
mayor, viz: failure to pay $200 rent in ad- 
or in reference to the bond being 
thened or insurance being made to 
all of which can be promptly

Lakewood Park Company , he 
will be ready to do them full justice. 

“It should be borne in mind that the 
city {s under a moral obligation. to spend 
$10,000 per year for four years in improv- 
ing this property. which has not been 
done, and the city also tn its lease obli- 
gated itself to donate one acre of ground 
for terminal facilities for benefit of 
the railroad when compléte, which has 
not been done.”

Here The 
Constitution and The Journal wi'l he kept 
on file from day to day ard each year the 
files will be bound, as has hen done in the 
past, and in that way will be a complete 
history of he city and contemporary 
events. 

“The library row owns these files In ecam- 
plete forin from the time the lbrary was 
formed to tne present. They are a source 
of much interest to the visitors and we 
have ecatis fer them verv often. 

“We expect the two pavers to furnish thia 
reom in the mest handsome manner ard 
make ‘t a beautiful home for them, which 
will add a very attractive element to the 
new additions that will be one of the test 
things for the general publie that have yet 
been accomplished in this city.”
